tended for -vonday, on the rep *cs made by the above Committee, 
was, by the unforefeen bulinefs which the Houle was engaged in, now 
deferred till Thurfday next. : 
General Smith. alfo gave notice that he thonld defer the motion he 
intended for Tuefday, till Friday next, , 
The order of the day being then called for, which was on the great 
quettion for the removal of the Misittry, 
Sir Fobu Rous declayed, that it might be deemed prefumption iv him 
to take upon himfelf to renew the difcuffion of a queftion which had 
been fo ably opened on Friday laft by a noble Lerd, and no lefs ably 
feconded by an honourable friend. But he thought it fo much his duty 
te his conftituents, to his country, and to himfclf, to bring that que- 
ftion again before the Honfe, that he had rather be deemed prefumptu- 
ous than refufe to do what he felt he ought to.do as a man, and an 
Englifhman. No one could fuppof that he was iu the Icaft a€tuated by- 
a fpirit of party ; it was well known,’ and he was not afhamed to con= 
fefs it, that he was defcended from a ‘lory family, and had been bred up 
in Tory principles : This .circumftance, he hoped, would {creen hiny-from 
any imputation of being devoted to a party adverfe to Adminiftration. 
From the firft dawn of the American war, he felt the injyftice and im- 
‘policy of it; and came into that Houfe a declared enemy to it; bit at 
the fame time that he was an enemy to'the war, he had come into 
Parliament highly prepofluffed in favour ‘of the noble Lord-in’ the blue 
ribbon; and had felt fuch a refpect for his charaéter, that he would 
have gone great lengths to fupport him; but when he found that the 
noble Lord perfevered blindly to purfue meafires, which had already 
reduced this country from a flate of .glory and profperity, to cul imity 
and difgrace, he fhould have decimed himself an enemy to his somntry, 
if he did not exert every faculty to remove him; as from hié concinn- 
ance in office, he could fee nothing but ruin and deftrugtion, which, by 
his removal, might perhaps be prevertted.. A right Hon, Secretary of 
State (Mr Ellis) had on Friday laft, in fome-meature thrown dawn the 
gauntlet, and, in a tone of defiance, afked where could be found better, 


minifters than thofe already in office? Vhe queftion, in his opinien, - 


was an infult to the Houle: Every one knew the coniequences which 
had already attended their adminiitration ; the lofs of grgatnets, glory, 
aad dominion, had marked all their meatures, yet the Houfe was:to be 
infulted with queftions which feomed to imply thatthe prefent mini- 
flers were fo famed for ability, that greater or more able. men could not 
be found any where. ‘The weight of public calamity was felt by all; 
and he withed ta know if there wasafingle independent member in that 
Houfe, who could lay his hand upon his heart and fay, that he did not 
believe the noble Lord in the blue ribbon to ‘be the author of this cala- 
mity, and of the long train of evils that had already attended it ?— 
Aiter various other observations, he concluded by moving a refolution 
to the following purport : * That this Houfe taking into confideration 
the many grievous calamities which have attended the war; confidering, 
that Bpwards of one hundred millions had been voted for it under the 
different heads of army, navy, and ordnance; and yet that thirteen 
provinces had been loft in America, together with the newly-acquircd 
province of Weft Florida; the iflands of Dominica, Grenada, St Vin- 
cent’s, and Tobago, in the Weft Indies, and Mitiorca in Europe-—that 
we are at war with France, Spain, and Uolland, without a tingle ally 
to fupport us; and that danger firvounded us on all fides; it can no 
longer repofe confidence in thofe who have the management of public 
affairs.”” ; ‘ rahe 

Lord George Caventifh faid he ficonded the motion, from no other 
motive than that of doing his duty to his. country, without ambition 
to urge him, or refentment to gratify ; his only obje€t was to contri 
Bie all he could to fave a finking {tate : He was very little acquaint- 
ed with them, therefore the ftep he now took could not be for the pur- 
pofe of diftreffing men, who had never injured him ; the fitvation of 
this country was fuch, that he. feared its affairs could chardly be retrie- 
ved by any fet of men in the kingdom ;. but if they could, it mult be 
by taking them out of the hands of thote. who, inhis opinion, were 


the authors of all our preient calamities. : 


Mr Harrifon {poke on the fame fide, charging Miniftry’with having - 


diffetered from the empire fome of its moft valuable pofliffions; and 
to crown their works, Ireland feemed at prefent ready to ihuke olf eve: 
ry degree of dependence upon this country; fo that thé. noble Tord, 
after having found.a gr. at and, flourithing. empire to. govern,. when he 
was placed at the head of affairs, was now abont fo leave it reduced al- 
moft to the imere limits of the ifand of Great Britain. ; . 

Sir Richard Symons {poke in favour of Adminiftration. « - 

Replying to,the quettion put ‘by Sir John: Rous—ifan¥indepéendent 
ber could lay his hand upon his heart, and fay that ke believed the 
noble Lord in the Rive Ribhon, was net the author of the American 
wer, and all our prefent public calamities ?—he faidy he looked 
and felt himfelf as independent as any ‘man in.that Houle; and th. 
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laying his haml upon his heart, he ms able, to fay, upon.his honour, 
{ that he-beliewed this war, and the pubke calamities were not to be im- 
puted to the nobie Lord; but to theextrdordinary and unjultifiable 
oppebtion which had been given te thi meatures of government. 
had the highett retpeét for the abilitiesand,iategrity of the noble Lord 
in the Blue Ribbow ; and as he could rot impute to*bhim, what he be- 
liewed to be effect of oppofition alluded to,’ he declared ho would give 
his hearty negative to the motion. '*' ’ ’ 
, Me George Onjlow faid, there was oni part of the doftrine frequent- 
ly maintained by the other fide.of the Houle, to, which he was mot 
, ready to fubferibe ; and that ‘was, that. the American, war .was the 
fource, origin, and caute of all our preféht misfortunes.’ Having grant- 
ed this, there remained to enquire, Before Geaslemen could vote, who 
was the caufe’of that war? This was the point ia iflue: The Gentle- 
men on the other fide of the Houfe had afierted, that the noble Lord 
in the blue ribbon’ was the caufe of it ; he would undertake to prove 
the contrary. ‘To find out the fource of that unfortumate war, it was 
neceflary to go back a little, and to confider of fome facts ahtecedent 
to the adminiitration of the noble Lord. In his inquiry, the firit 
thing that occurred to him was the Stamp Aét. He thanked God he 
never gave a vote for that act; for he believed, in his.coufcience, and 
upon his hononr, that it was the fource of all our prefent calamities. 
‘The Americans rofe up againft it as one man, and would have plunged 
into a wat, if it haa not been repealed: But what followed the re- 
peal ? a Declaratory Aé&, which gave as much offenfe as the Stamp 
Act; as it afferted that right of Sovereignty which the Stamp Aét in- 
teuded to enforce. Of this Declaratory Act the Congrefs in their ma- 
nifefto had {fpoken in the moft fevere term’, and complained of it as 
the greatelt grievance. 

The natioti at large upheld the idea of Sovereignty over America ; 
all that was great in England -had fanétified that idea with their fail 
rage; even the great Lord Chatham himfelf had declared in full Par- 
liament, that if America fhould manufaéture a fttocking, or forge a 
hobaail, he would make her feet the whole weight of the power of 
this country. ‘The principle of thg.war therefore had been held by 
Mr Grenville in his Stamp AQ}; by the.Marquis of Rockingham. in 
his repeal of it ; and by the great Earl of Chatham, in his fpeech’ up- 
on the Declaratory Aét. 

The principle having, therefore, been in faét fupported by every de- 
feription of men, both in and out of office, it remained only to euquire 
into the caufes of our ill fuccefs, In his‘opinion, one great caufe was 
the countenance which had been given in that Houle to the American 
rebellion : General Wathingten’s a:my had been called our army ; 
the caufe of the rebels had bec culled the caufe of liberty; and every 
fpecies of encouragement hid oeco g.ven to induce them to hold out, un- 
der a confidence that they hed « (trong party in their favour in the 
Houfe of Commons, ‘Ihe vaites and encomiums had been be- 
ftgwed on Dr Franklin and > tens; fume Members had declared 
they would rather live with th 1 prifons than with thofe who were 
fupporting the cauie of Foglan | over rebellion : It was cuftomary in that 
Houle for the avowed fricnds of Anerican rebels te point out the wezk- 
eft parts of our Govers : but he-believed they did not confine 
theinfelves to that {pecies of 1ntorqiation which might be given within 
thofe walls ; it‘was :eported, and he believed’ it to be truc, that in- 
formation had been fent to the Court of Verfailles (here iffued a cry of 
—By whom ?—By whom /—¥amne—-pame—) Mr Onilow faid he could 
nat tell by whom 5. or it he could;-he-woutt, not ; all he would-fay was, 
that be had not been in Paris fince the*war.hid commenced. Recapitu- 
lating then his arguments, he-faid, thit’as the ftamp aé& and declara- 
tory at, had been the realcuufe’ of the war, and the greateft men in 
the nation, of ali denominations, had fapported thofe aéts; from them 
of courfé, more than the prcefeat: Minifters, the American war had 
fprung : it was impoffible, therefore, for him to agree to a refolution 
which went {> anjultly to fix che whole blame on the noble Lord, and 
he thould of courte give it his secutive ; and the more fo, as he belie- 
ved in his confcience, that the want of faécefs in the war, in which the 
whole nation had concurred, was to be afcribed to thofe who, frem the 
beginning, had declared they fhould be forry if it proved fuccefsful. 

Mr Adam obierved, that though the propofition, then before the 
Houfe, was calculated to produce the fame effect, which would have 
flowed from: that which was rejcéted on Friday la(t; fill it ftruck him 
that there was an effentiai difference between them. ‘he propofition 
of Friday lait charged mijnifters with want’of forefight and ability; the 
refolution now before «ic Houfe contained no fuch charge ; but feemed 
to imply, that becau: they had been unfacceiSful, they ought to be re- 
moved. Here a qu: ve,y naturally occurred, Why have they been 
unfuccefsful ? The ».: ents to be brought in fupport of the different 
caufes that might ved for that «ant.of fuccefs, would be deci- 
five of the quettic: evace. "hat they had been unfuccefsfal was a 
fact, which could roverted ; but-that the failure of fuccefs, 

and the lofs of ou poli tlions, enumerated in the motion, thould 
be aferibed folely to iters, was an afftrtion which fair reafoning 
muft condemn. It hac o<en urged very ably on Friday laft, by a learn- 
ed Lord under him, tho: misitters had ‘fitted: out a fleet adequate to 
the deftruétion of the Erencin fleet under Monf, d’Orvilliers ; the fuc- 
cefs which ought to have been expected from that fleet did not follow : 
But were miniters to blame for it? Did not the caufe lie fomewhere 
elfe? ‘The honourable Ad.wniraf, “who was firlt in command, had laid 
the blame on one of his Hag officers; that Aag officer retorted it upon 
the commander: It was not now the quettiend to enquire which was 
really the guilty perfon ; but thus much, might be inferred from the re- 
cHiminatien, that. néilther laid the blame upon adminiftration ; neither 
faid that the force under their command was inudequate to the end for 
which niinifters had fent it out. If) -thtn, it was equal to the objeé 
of deflroyiag the French fleet, aa#@ the present ‘calamities of the 
public might have been prevented “by the: {Uecefsful exertions of the 
fleet under theie two homourable Admirals; then the obvious conte- 
quence maft be, that iminifters ought not to be charged with the 
lotles vhich followed a mifcarriagej-againft which they had fufficiently 
guarded, by fending out a fuperior forcé to the enemy. ; 

‘The refolution now before the Houfe ftated, that we had not a 
fingle ally: This was a melancholy.;trath ;-but -would Gentlemen 
think it fair to impute it to Miniflers, before they thould have heard 
what iteps had been taken by them to. make alliances? It had been 
{tated by a Right Hon. Member, on Friday la(t (the Secretary at War) 
that the fate of this country, at the éonclufion of the Jatt war, was 
fuch as had excited the envy and jealonfy of all Europe. This circum- 
ftance, which was undoubtedly true, was.to all who, like himfelf, had 
no information on the fabjeét, prima facie evidence, that, if we had no 
allies, it wasto the envy and jealoufy of the neighboming nations, 
and not to the neglect of Minitters, that ow want of allies was to be 
aferibed. It was well known, that, from the nature of our Govern- 
ment, we could not make either exertions for’war, or negociations for 
peace, with that eclerity and fecrecy which were to be found in an ab- 
folute monarchy. In France, where, from the nature of the Govern- 
ment, all exertions and negociations might be casried on with feere!y and 
ditpateh, the miniters of Louis XIV. were not able to get a tingle 
ally i+ the fucceilon of war: Lhe abilities of that monatch’s minifters 
were known, and famous through the world ; yet, with all the advan- 
tages of their government,’ with ail the abilities of fome of the ableft 
minifters Europe had ever feen, France ‘in the fcceffion of war (tood 

fingly and unfupported againft almoft all Europe. ‘Ihe Houfe of Au- 
{tria, in the zenith of its power, liad {toad in the'fame predicament ; 
and the very fame caufe which left.the Houfes of Auttiia and Bourbon 
to ftruggle, unfupported, had, in their turn, left us without an ally, 
‘This caufe wasthe apprehenfion of all Europe for the enormous power 
of Britain. . 

It was urged, in a former debate, that Parliament ought not to take 
the affurances of Minilters, as a fecurity for the promiies they had 
made, to rurfue fuch meatures as might put an e:d to the war in A- 
merica; the Houfe therefore had paffed a refolution, which mult put 
it-out of the power of Minilters any longer to purfue a continental war 
in America; but not fatisfied with this, they now uged, that as Mi- 
nilters did not approve of this refolution, fo -they-would not aét up to it. 

He faw no grounds for tu; pofing this; as, in, the firft place, they 
were not enemies to the principle of the refolution, but had oppofed it 
merely on the ground of expediency, left, by a too great eagerness to 
make: peace, we might delay, inftead of acctlerating, the great obje& 
of every man's with—peace. In the next plece, they had all along de- 
elared fince the refolution had pa(fed, that they would make it tha rule 
of their conduct; ahd that they tefpyéied, both Parliament-and them- 
‘elves too much ‘to depart from, it in, the finallett degree, But if the pre- 

ent Minifters were to retire, cold any one tell what fyftem would be 
*tntroduced ? Ware thofe who, from their fituation and’ abilities; were 
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the moft likely to flucceed them, fo thoroughly united among thelnfelvgs 
as to have formed any fyftem ? One Gentleman was for feptennial Parlig. 
ments; another very refpectable Member. for triennial ; 


third wagfor annual. ———-One noble Lord, inthe other Howfe, was" 
for aiabainin the influence,, but without infringing \ 
dignity, {piendour, and prerogative of the Crown; another, of equal 
charaéter, was for takieg away influence, even at the expence of pre- 
rogative. It was upon the ground of this difference of opinion, that” 
a Right Honourable Secretary, had, on ‘a former day, asked if Better 
Minifters were ready to fucceed? And he thought this a very geod 
ground for refledting ferioufly, before any refolution: of fuch moment, 
as that then before the Houfe, fhould pafs. Seeing the queftion there- 
fore in every point of view, he could not concur with the Honourable 
Oentleman who had moved the refolutivn, but muft give it his negative, 
Mr Marfbam faid he differed greatly from the Honourable Member 
who had fpoken laft. ‘The glory of the nation had been tarnithed in 
the hands of the prefgnt adminittration, and its empire loft; this was 


fufficient reafon for him to with to have the prefent Minilters removed; ~ 


as from thofe by whom. fo much. had been Jott, he could not hope any 
thing would be recovered. He had no objeétion to thtm as men} 
meaiures were his object; and if thofe who were out fhould puifue the 
meafures of thofe now in, he would be as great an enemy to them as 
he was to tbe prefenr Minitiers. 

Mr T. Townjbend, in reply to Mr Adam, faid he had not a doubt 
but the Honourable Member {poke trom conviction; yet if a new ad- 
miuiftration was to take place he fhould not defpair of having the af- 
fittance of the Honourable Member. In allufion to the arguments 
urged in favour of the Minifters, to exculpate them from the charge 
of having left us without allies; he faid, that if our greatnefs had rai- 
fed us up enemies, that greatnefs, thanks to the Minjitry, was uow no 
more! yet {till we were without allies. 

Mr Filmer Honeywood faid, he thould always be glad to fupport Ad 
miniftration. ‘There were among the prefent Minillers, men for 
whom he had the greateft retpeét; men for whom he’ would willingly 
facrifice any thing but his honour, his confcience, and his country. 
The moment was now come, when he muft cither give up thofe men 
or facrifice thofe deareft objeéts of every honeft man: Between the 
two alternatives he could not hefitate; therefore he thould give his 
fincere fupport to the motion. 

Mr Charteris fpoke againft the motion, afcribing to the great lati- 
tnde of fpeech uied by the Gentlemen in Oppofition many of the cala- 
mities which were now faid to be the fiuitsof the prefentadminiftration. 

Mr Martin declared for the motion, as did 

Mr Alderman Sawbridge, who faid, that having oppofed the Ameri- 
can war from its beginning, he thould now aét very inconfiftently if he 
did not vote for a refolution which went to remove thofe men from the 


‘ Government who had brought on the war, with all the long train of 


evils that followed it. ' 

Sir Fames Marriot faid, the refolution Rated that we had loft thirtcen 
colonies—but was this a fact? He would anfwer in the negative; fer 
we had not loft them; but we might lofe them by our eagernefs. If 
‘peace was our object, nothing could tend more to delay that bleffing, 
and remove it farther back, than our forwardnefs to embrace it. What 
was wiidom in private life, was fo likewife on a larger feale, If a man 
in private life wiihed to make a good bargain, eould he do any thing 
more etfe€uat to frultrate his own withes, than to thow an cagernefs in 
the bufinefs? In public life the like caute would produce a like effect. 
If Gentlemen therefore did not with for fuch an etleét, they ought not 
to give operation to the caufe. if a man was unlucky at cards, it would 
be rather childith to change packs, as if there wus more good fortune 
in the fecond than in the firit pack. If among the prefert Minifters 
there were fome good, fome bad, why fhould tbey not make a difcri- 
mination, and not come with a {weeping ciaufe to carry them al/ away. 

He had heard the late Earl of Briltol fay, two days before his death, 
that if there was a man in the kingdom, not a profeflional man, that 
was fit to prefide at the Admiralty Board, it was the Earl of Sandwich. 
Yet that Minifter, and he wifhed all his colleagues were as great as he 
was, had been blamed for not making fhips and docks in every part of 
the kingdom, (Here he was called to fpeak to the queftion.) He faid, 
he was {peaking to it; for it was a refolution againft all the Minifters ; 
and as omue majus coutinet minus, fo of courfe he was ipeaking to the 
queftion when he was defending one member of the Adminiftration. 
Lord Sandwich was blamed, he faid, for not building thips of the line 
in 95 bours fa loud laugh] in fninety-five days. Ships did not fpring up 
in an inftant : It was not here as in Holland, where houfes were con 
firufted, ready tuilt. {A Mill louder laugh.) He explained this by faye 
wog, thavthe frames of houfes were often all finifhed in Holland; and 
as one might be purchafed of ‘any fize, fo there was nothing wantiag 
after the purcliafe, but to put the Houfe together. He then entered 
vpon a very new and fingular proof of the ju(tice of the American war : 
Said, that if taxation and reprefertation were to go hand in hand, this 
country had an undeubted right to tax America, as the was reprefented 
by the Britith Parliament : She was reprefented hy the Members for 
the county of Kent, of which the thirteen provinces were.a part or par- 
cel; for in their charters they were to hold of the Manour of Green- 
wich in that county. This affertion raifed a loud laugh; but Sir James 
did not fwerve from it; he continued to fupport it; and concluded by 
declaring that he would give the motion a hearty negative. 

General Smith diuciaimed any party fpirit or refentment to any man 
on the prefent occafiun. He had in that Honfe always oppoted the 
meafures of Government ; but in another fituation (at the India. Houfe) 
it was well known he never had endeavoured to clog the wheels of go- 
vernment. ‘The meafures of the prefent minifters were in general 
weak and impolitic; this had appeared confpicuoully in the expedition 
they had fiited out againft the Cape of Good Hope; and he was free 
to fay he rejoiced in the failure of that expedition; for he verily be- 
lieved, that if we had made ourtelves maiters of it, we thould have loft 


fome of our mott valuable fettlements in the Eaft Indies. ‘The troops 


_ that were deftined to attack the Cape were now gone, he thanked 


God, to India, where they would give a turn to onr affairs, which would 
fecure our fettlements in that part of the world, 

Mr Hill obferved, that Sir James Mariott had verified the poet’s o- 
Pinion : 

Owne tulit punflum qui mifcu't utile dulci.— - ‘ 

The learned gentleman had mixed the utile and dulct very well: He 
did not know whether he was expert at thuffling and cutting cards 5 
bet thus much he was fure of, that he had made fomething by ho- 
nours. He then mentioned fome members of the Adminiftration, for 
whom: he had the greateft .refpeét, and of wily fe honour, integrity, 
and abilities, he had the higheit opinion; but, if the time was come, 
when the fafety of the flate required new men, every private confi- 
deration, he faid, muft give way. He then quoted a paflage from Mt 
Gibbon’s Hiftory of the Downfal of the Roman Empire, in which the 
Roman Emperor was. obliged to withdraw his troops from Britain ; 
the legions were recalled before any charge of tyranny could be brought 

_againtt the Prince, and protection and allegiance were forgotten, 

while cn the other hand, the two nations remained in fume meafure 
‘united by a reciprocity of good otfices.—Upon this qnotation ho made 
a remarkable good paredy, which was.very applicable to Great Britain 
and America. He faid he would recommend to the nation, if it wifh- 
ed to be faved, only that he was afraid of being-thought to favour too 
much of the enthufiafm of the lait century, to return to Jehovah, and 
appeafe his wrath; for whenever a people turned their back upon 
God, the facred hiftory faid, he never. failed to give them up to their 
enemics. For his part, pro Chrifio et Patria thould ever be his motto, 
and he fhould certaialy vote for the motion ; though at the fame time 
he thould rejoice if a coalition could take place. 

Sir William Dalben faid, he had been ma: the fabject of cenfure and 
abufe, for the vote he had given. on Friday aft, and been treated rather 
harthly in that Houfe by one of his beft friends, but.he was inclined to 
think ig was rather from the ebullition of public zeal, than through an 
intent to offend him.—He had been abufed alfv id the publick prints : 
—inoné of them there was a paragraph, which {tated that Sir William 
Dolben had tifen tofpeak ; but having jul faid Hem, he was unable to 
fay more, This certainly was not the cafe; but if it had, there was 
more wit'in the paragraph than mizht-he imagined, as it was a very for- 
funate circumitance for a man wl o miglit be peing to fay fomething ha- 
fty and improper, to be able to choke it bya Hem, and {it down, He 
then took hotice of the praifes which’ had dla ays been beftowed on the 
Noble Lord in the blue Ribbop, of his honoyr, worth, private charac- 
ter, integrity, from which not one man had attenipted to detract, but 
to which fo many had borne teftimony; and expreffed his withes that with 
f.ch a man a coalition could take placé characters
